THE MISSING LINK 
A Theory of the Evolution of 
the Turkish Yuzluk 
by 
Bill Holberton 

This writer would like to propose a theory on the develop- 
ment of the Turkish Yuzluk. (Yuz means 100 and luk means 
“worth of’). The establishment of a link between the so-called 
2 Piastre of Abdul Hamid I, 1187 AH, year 16, Figure 1, and the 
classic Yuzluk of Selim JII, 1203 AH, Figure 2 will be shown. 
The link is a coin similar to the ikilik, (iki means 2 in Turkish), 
of Selim III, 1203 AH, Figure 3. The two essential differences 
in the “link” or transition piece, Figure 4, and the ikilik, Figure 
3, are the weight and a difference in the design of the upper left 
ornament on the obverse of the coin. 

Table 1 gives the specifics of the coins involved:

Item 5 has no change in design from Item 4 and it is not 
necessary to illustrate it. It is shown in the table only to show 
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The Missing Link 





that the characteristics of Item 4 continue on through the reign 
of Selim III.

Obverses only are shown since the question involves the 
weight and the obverse design. 

Note the difference between Item 4, Figure 3, and the transi- 
tion piece, Item 2, Figure 4. The only noticeable difference is the 
ornament in the field at the upper left. In the case of Item 4, 
Figure 3, left ornament is the same as the right ornament. In the 
case of the transition piece, Item 2, Figure 4, the two ornaments 
differ. The left ornament lacks the top part that is present in the 
right ornament. Now, note the ornament in the field of Item 3, 
Figure 2, and notice their similarity to the transition piece orna- 
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ments, Item 2, Figure 4. 

A comparison of the weights from the table is now necessary. 
Note the closeness in weight of Item 1 to Item 2. But, above all, 
notice the difference in weight between the transition piece, Item 
2, and Items 4 and 5. 

Numismatists have called Item 1 an ikilik which means 2 
Kurus (piastres) and since the kurus is equal to 40 paras then 
Item 1 would be an 80 paras coin. Other coins of a weight of 
about 4.6 to 4.8 grams have been called onluks (10 paras). Ac- 
cording to this they assume the para weights 0.46 to 0.48 grams. 
If this is true then the 80 paras piece of Abdul Hamid I, Item 1, 
should weigh somewhere between 36.8 and 38.4 grams! Examina- 
tion of Table 1 shows that this does not occur. (If we use a 
standard of 0.32 grams per para the so-called onluk is actually 
an onbeslik or 15 para coin). 

It is fairly well established that the para standard of Selim 
III is 0.32 grams per para. Weighing of the coins bears this out. 
In the reign of Abdul Hamid I we have a lessening in the weight 
of the coins during the regnal year 8 and onwards. An examina- 
tion of this lessening of weight and assuming a standard of 0.32 
grams per para would indicate that during his reign the para 
standard was lowered from 0.32 to 0.30 grams. In this case Item 
1 is a Yuzluk of 100 paras, Item 2 is also a Yuzluk, but an early 
type in regnal year 1. However its appearance is so similar to 
Items 4 and 5 that to prevent confusion the design was changed 
to the classic Yuzluk of Item 3. It would appear that during the 
first year of the reign of Selim III the para weight was increased 
from 0.30 to 0.32 grams per para, the original weight of the para 
at the start of Abdul Hamid’s reign. 

Now, I have chosen to define the value of the coins by weight 
rather than by design. Application of the value by weight theory 
clears up many confusions in the Ottoman Empire series. Retain- 
ing the concept that a succeeding ruler’s design is used for a 
similar valued coin only muddles the issue and creates confusion, 
particularly when there is a great weight difference. 

I disagree with previous writers that Items 1 and 2 are heavy 
standard ikiliks and propose that they are Yuzluks, with Item 1 
being the original Yuzluk and Item 2 being a transition piece, 
‘the missing link,” between Items 1 and 3.

Charlotte, Dahlonega, and New 
Orleans all began operation in 1838, 
and all ceased to strike coins in 1861, 
at the outbreak of the Civil War. Only 
New Orleans resumed operations after 
the war, in 1879. Charlotte and Dahl- 
onega struck only gold. New Orleans 
also struck many silver denominations, 
but no branch mint struck coins in the 
minor metals (copper, bronze, copper- 
nickel, etc.) until 1908.

The San Francisco mint began 
activity as a private mint shortly 
after the Gold Rush began. First, 
the firm of Moffat & Co. was estab- 
lished in 1849. In 1851, when Au- 
gustus Humbert became the U.S. 
Assayer in San Francisco, he began 
placing his name and the govern- 
ment stamp on the coins being 
struck by Moffat. Moffat & Co. 
coins were again struck in 1852, 
but were superceded by coins 
struck by a reorganized firm of 
Curtis, Perry and Ward. The firm, 
known as the United States Assay 
Office of Gold, operated from 1852 
to 1853. Curtis, Perry and Ward 
then established the San Francisco 
Mint for the U.S. Government. 


The Carson City mint was ac- 
tive for a short time, primarily 
functioning to coin silver (and no 
small amount of gold) from the 
Comstock Lode in Virginia City.

Judd has provided better organization of the pattern coin- 
age of the U.S. than did Adams and Woodin. By separating 
die trials, mint errors, and pieces not of mint origin, as well 
as false pieces, from the true patterns, a much better analy- 
sis of the development of our coinage is presented. Also, in 
addition to a revised rarity rating, each piece is priced 
(with few exception).

Although the text is in German, this handbook for collec- 
tors is most useful. The notes of German East Africa, Ger- 
man Southwest Africa, Cameroon, Togo, Kiautschou and 
Shantung, German New Guinea and the German issues in 
Turkey and Persia are catalogued and priced in two grades, 


in DM. 
KIENAST, G. W. THE MEDALS OF KARL GOETZ. Cleveland, 1967. 118 pages, 
155 plates.

Karl Goetz was a German, and he saw the world through 
the eyes of a German. (He was not, however, a Nazi). As a 
result of his medals, we have a record of the German’s view 
of the world, and of two world wars—the first half of the 
twentieth century. A captivating book you won’t put down 
until you have finished it, cover to cover. It’s production 
leaves nothing to be desired—a book for the collector as 
well. B.J.C.

This book, written by the foremost authority on the series, 
lists 449 varieties, only nine of which are not in the author’s 


collection. 
LONGUET, HENRY. INTRODUCTION A LA NUMISMATIQUE BYZANTINE. London, 
1961.

Although in French, the book is most useful for the list of 
monarchs of the Byzantine Empire, for the descriptions of 
the coins, and for the magnificent plates. 


METCALF, D. M., J. M. MERRICK, and HAMBLIN, L. K. STUDIES IN THE COM- 
POSITION OF EARLY MEDIEVAL COINS. 1968. 67 pages including 4 plates. Card 
covers. $2.10 


Analysis of a number of Anglo-Saxon coins by means of an 
X-ray fluorescence spectrometer has produced some impor- 
tant data on the composition of these coins. The results and 
limitations of this type of non-destructive testing method 
are discussed. Essential to the numismatic metrologist. 


MILLER, D. M. BANK OF ENGLAND AND TREASURY NOTES 1694-1970. 1970. 
49 pages, liberally illustrated. Card covers. $2.75 


Basic information and background details are given on 
British bank notes since their inception by the Bank of 
England in 1694. A most significant reference for the bank- 
note collector and for the historian.

JOURS. Boom (Belgium), 1969. 128 pages, illustrations in text, valuations in

A very handy pricing guide for French coins, giving figures 
for 4 grades. Knowledge of French is not necessary for the 
use of this guide, as the book is in tabular form, listing 
dates, mint marks, and varieties for all metals. 


MOSSOP, H. R. THE LINCOLN MINT, c. 890-1279. Newcastle upon Tyne, 
1970. 32 + Cl pages, 102 plates, charts, tables and indices. Cloth. $23.50 


Although not one of the Sylloges of the Coins of the British 
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Isles, this text will take its place besides the Sylloges as a 
corpus of the coins of the Lincoln mint. In addition to illus- 
trations and statistics on each coin (about 3100 coins de- 
scribed) are die linking information and tables of the 
moneyers. This volume represents an entirely new develop- 
ment in Anglo-Saxon, Norman and early Plantagenet 
numismatics. 


NELSON, PHILIP. THE COINAGE OF WILLIAM WOOD, 1722-1733. 1903, re 
printed 1959. 46 pages, 3 plates. Card covers. 


Included in this reprint is Nelson’s description of the Derby 
coinage of the ISLE OF MAN. Wood’s coinage is impor- 
tant not only to the Irish numismatist, but to the student 
of the American colonial coinage as well.

ROMANOFF, PAUL. JEWISH SYMBOLS ON ANCIENT JEWISH COINS. 1944, re- 
printed New York, 1971. xv + 79 pages, 7 plates.

This book represents one of the most significant scholarly 
studies of ancient symbology available today. The histori- 
cal, as well as the social significance of symbols on ancient 
coins is discussed with a clarity and understanding that 
only someone like Dr. Romanoff, with his background in 
Talmud and Mishna studies, could achieve. 


SMITH, R. B. THE ANGLO-HANOVERIAN COINAGE. 1970. 98 pages including 11 
plates.

I believe this is the first book to be published in this cen- 
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tury which deals exclusively with the coinage of the English 
kings in their Hanoverian lands. Covering the period 1714-
